stitution of stecl for Iron for all uses whare groat
resietance (o wear or siraln s required. The
Toudon and Northwestern Railtoad, alter sub-
eoting steo) rails to crucial tests, has snnounced
at one bar of this materia! will outwoear at
Deast twenty Iron rails, and, at the same time,
his rail w il bear the most violent fars and twists
yvithout fracture. Germasn, Frenoh, and Eaglish,
ratlronds have tried steel tire on their wheols,

d foundthem go intinitely superior to those
made of iron, that imeense establishments hre
engaged in supplylng the demand, [

The most successiul Fhl{rbuiml‘.‘ﬂ! in Groat
Prifain tind that their stecl ships are equally
safe when 26 per cent. lighter than those made
of iron, snd comsequently they oan carry o
quarter more than the ordinary eargo, to the

grent profit of the owner, In short, steel ropes
or deep mines, steel phips, steel locomotive
bollers, steel wheels, steel guns, and steel shot
pear 10 be the order of the day; and this pro-
tean metal, this malleable, (luel{tn, tempering,
woldable - materinl — this  hardest, toughest,
brigntest, most elastic of all avarlable sabstances
48 tollowing in 118 proper progressive order in
the seriea of ages—‘‘the stons," “the bronzo,”
“'the fron,” “the steel”—nnd is proving itsell, in
this period ol Incessant motion and change, to
be eminently the motal of motion and progress;

home, To remove this dependence is 1o prove
our country stronger for all purposes of war,
and hence more eapable of commuanding peace,

England already possesses sixieon lurge estab-
lishments eupplying all or part of the aboye-
pamed artioles; gand continental Governments
have thought it necesaary to estublieh the manu-
facture, at least, of stee! for cannon and projec-
tiles, in the lands subject to their contrel, by
dircet subsidies, The rulers of these countries
have heen unshie to appreciate the argument
thst Bngland, beicg in o condition to turn out a
cheap praduct ot present, should bz allowed to
monopolize the business.  And every intelligent
American, with a view to the rapid development
of our varied mineral wealth, must regard with
great interest & movement which will add new
activity to our mines, keep our gold at home,
give our nation another industry, and surengthen
us a8 g nation both for peace and for war,

The Era of Statesmen—Mr. Seward and
Mr Stanton.
From the Timas.

It is & happy civcumstance that we have ag
lenath renched a time m the history of ear Go-
vernment in which statesmegn and orgunizers
.ppear in public affairs, and continue their
course of duty, despite popular clamor,

There were no * better abuged men"” !n the
first two years of our war than Mr, Seward and
Mr. Stanton, The soandals that eclronlated

aoniust the Secretury of War could not be num-
bered. He was erazy; heinsalted all his friends;
he was o bloodthirsty radical, a tyrannical Ro-
bespierre; he knew nothing ol war or its organi-
zation; he carried the prejudices ol political hie
into the servioe of his country; he ** worshipped
the onegro” and violated the freedomn of the
whites by imprisomng contractora,

No one could get on with him; he must leave
hig place, or the national cause be roined.  De-
putaucn after deputation, individual after indivi -
dual, walted on the President to beg him to re-
move him, But Mr. Lincoln saw that he had
the right man in the rignt place, Mr. Stanton
remuined indiferent to the popular clamor, He
had his own plans, and was determined to exe-
cute them, A few friends continued constant 1o
him; and of two things no enemy ever ventured
to accuse him-—first, of the slightest suspicion
of peculation lhougit he was handling some five
hundred mildons & year; and secondly, of any
mdiflerence to the hapless sufferer from the war,
the unfortumate slave. He persevered in his
office, and aymed at distant effects, not present
popularity—at duty, not applanse,

*h(‘. result has been a military administration
which will be the admiration of all time for its
organization, and to whose wortlerful efficiehey
the Republic almost owes its salvation, Mr,
Stauton has been seen to socomplish what no
miltary leader in Great Britaln conld accom-

lizh in the Orimean war, with a much smaller
orce and under much fewer obstacles, the per
fect equipment, supply and transportation ol
eat nasses of mon over vas: sprees, Napoleon
E}mﬂt&l {, with two-thirds of Europe to draw from,
did not effect 2o much, so speedily, and with
such perfect organization of immense armies, as
did this Penpsylvania liwyer, suddenly elevated
to the head of & powerful military buresu, All
men ses now his wonderiul eapacities for lus
task,

Hig very faults aided bim, His impatieut
energy subdued nll obstaclea; his Drusquensss
wis needed for meddlesome intruders, and his
arblirary weatment of dishonest contraotors
was the only thing which eould check the
terrible and increasing disense of public cor-
ruption,

Ir. Beward aln wara the centrs of more
gbuse, and scandal, and atiack, than any other
meru ol the day, except Mr, Lincoln himself, He
was negotiating with the South; he was indit-
ferent to freadom; he was truckling to Furope;
Lie had no esrnestness in the contest: he was

ven up to intoxieation, snd had lost his wits.

t he continued to guide our forelgn relations,
we should have all Europe joining with the
Bouth.,

The President was besought peain and again
to remove him: some of the most prominent men
of hig own party opposed t]u-nm:{vre; to him; he
was entrosted to resign, and many most patriotic
citizens believad him to be the source of all ooy
mwisfortunecs. We do not propose to defend or
exonse all Mr. Sewnrd's =aylngs, or every meg-
sure of his diplomacy. Some ol his {:rm'nudin
towstds Europgan powers we should bave do-
pired to haye seen otherwise; bat we submit now
to all reasonable persons that, judeioe Mr, Sew.
ard's forelgn policy by Itz fruits, it hns heen pre
eminently succesiul,

Possibly something of its success may have
peen due to sccident, to the jealousy of Eoro-

powers of one another, aud tg the revolu.
touary fire and _Frodlghma enorgy shown by
our own people, Thismay be, and yet the rosult
remaing that i the great opportunity of muny
centuries lor our rivils and enemies in Burope
to strike us o wedkening and damaging blow,

in the midel of the most perilous and conflioking
questions, with constantly occurring provoos
tions and rowise acts of apbordinntes, not an
cpportunity or fempiation was offer>d by our
Government for lorelgm interierence, and not a
break of intendly relstions oocurred with uny
European power, If such a resalt be nok sn
evidence of wise stalesmanuship, we know not
what prool oan be offered of it

By some means or other, Eneland and France
never were presented with the chance whioh
they would so gindly have embraced of inter-
fering to break up the Union, and make the
Urited States o sccond-rate power. It s frue
that some steps of Mr. Sswnrd's policy have
beéen less bold und less eonddent in the psser-
tion of pripciples tuan we wonld have pre-
ferved, Sull the result justifies his csution,
Lie hind yielded to clamor, or if Mr, Livcoln had
put in his place s more headstrong man, wo
might now be plonged in wir with haill
the world.

Mr, Beward’s name will go down—not ns of a
man who could well forecant the whole struagle,
or who fully understood its bearings—but as ol
# prudent and self-contained statesman, who
never let present effect and popularity turn him
from what he belleved wonld be tor the permanent
benefit of the conntry. Both of these leaders in
our civil war show the power of judependence
find peraigtence In a course conscientionsly be.
lieved right, thongh opposed to popular favor.
They prove thut our pnﬁtncn have at length be
come k0 earnest ue to compel public men to be
statesmien, or to leave the stage, The Pierce
and Buchunan ern is over, Tha day of popular
eflect, of aeling solely for Influenew on “‘wha peo-
ple.” of the hieadstrong, blustering, thoughtiess,
and superfioinl statexmonship s past—at jeat
with our leaders, We may now expect Inde
pendent ‘men in public places, even though
sometimes they are disagreenble to their con-
stituents,

The acconunt ol the opening of the Hungarian
Diet by the Emperor of Ausirin will find thou:
sundds of interested readers in all olvilized conn.
tries, By their herole bravery In 1848 the Hun-
garians have found numerous admirers, and this
admiration was mnot diminisikied by the frm,
though passive resistunce whith the nation,

nlthough conquered, made to the peraistent
uttempis of the Austrian Government to deprive
them ol thew autondmy and reduce thom to the
condition of a province of the Empire, While
Gallicia and other Blavie orown-lands sent dele-
gates to the Central Poarlimment, whioh wns to
consolidate the uaity of the Empire, the Hunga-
rians were firm in refusing to take any purt in
it. Politiciaue have Im”f
what would be the prob
ance.
The opening of the Diot, on December 14, and
the speech of the Emperor, are s ecnclusive
proot that the Hungarigns, on the whole, have
crried thelr po'nt. The Imperinl speoceh dls-
tinetly recognizes the Kingdom of Hungary as a
country altogether distinet from the other pos
gegsions of the Emperor, and possessing some
historical rights, which the Emperor declares
hirasell yready to recoguize, This point granted,
the Hunegarinns generally feci hopeful toat a re-
conciliation between them nnd the Austrian
Government can be effected. There scems to be
no doubt that the Empetor has met with an en-
thusinstic reception, The natives generally are
wishing to rccogoize Prancis Joseph s¢ their
king, and to forget the struggle of independence
of 1848, and the present leaders of the pation
expross themaelves hopeful thut all the difficat-
ties still remaning witl be suecessiully overcome.
Whether these expectations ran be realizod,
the tuture most show. At present, toe wish to

shadow all other conslderations,
ral interests of the Hungarian

Austrign Government are so dif
sure to bring on new disagreements, Hungary
demands the development of its own independ-
ent nationality, while the Ausirian Government
cannot cease to aim at a more thorough consoll-
dation of the empire. Whether these divergent
tendencies cun be harmonized i« doubted by
many., Al all events, the ultimate solution of
the Hungarian gquestion will be a most Import-
ant precedent for all otbher Buropean esmplicn.

The best dispos-
tion of the Istter would be to put them into a
sack and plunge them into the Mississippl, the
Tombigbee, the Alabama. the Tenuessee, the
(Chattnboocher, or auyv other myer in the South

atanding of this whole business, Ho has seen for
himeelf, and speaks from personal know-
letige, He advises [Jessentinlly  that the
businese of the [Freedmen's Borean be
periormed by the army; and when a
mun of General Grant's practical good sense
takes such a position the people may be assured
thare are abundant repsons to back i, As things
ni'e now going on, the Freedmen's Burean [iu
simply & Government asylum for needy politi-
cnl adventurers of the radioal stamp. Instesd
of beneﬂtinﬁ the unfortunate negroes of the
South, the Bureau simply serves 1o agrravate
their sufforings and to accelerate their progress
to ultimate extinetion. President Johnson has
it in his power to reform o: to abolish the whole
concern: and it it be necessary to'commence
with the Secretury of War in order to do s0, and
he snould meet objection from that guarter, let
hm tollow Andrew Juckson's cxample, and
turn bun out of the Cabwnet, ue Jackson did
Duane. Some wholesome and vigorous demon-
strution ot this sort is required, 11 the President
intends to curry out, in the teeth of the radicals,
his admirsble reconstraction polloy.

Since the adjonrnment, Seoretary McUalloch
Lins bern in consultation with the heads of the
appropriate committecs ol Congress on the bills
drafted by himn to carry out the recommenda-
tions of his annual yeport,. We shall hnve no
opportunity to examine these bills until they are
reparted to the House of Representatives; but it
is proper enongh, moeanwhile, to wake such sug-
gestions ns may eem to be pertinent.

The subject can be most conveniently consi-
dered vnder two hends: the first including the
menstures suitable 1o be adopted with reference
to the public debi: the other, with veference Lo
the currency, The lafier s of more inmediste
urgency; but the former requires more largeness
of view and n more long-sighted adjnstment to
the future. It s this only which we will diseuss
Rt this time,

After the matyest reflection we have been
able to heswow, we are opposed to any attempt,
by this Congress, to evente n sinking fund or to
adopt any other measure lookine to_the imme-
diste redugtion of the principal of the debt.
During the present and the next fiseal year, the
Government must be & lnrge borrower; and it is
ehnrlatanry to be makiug s elatter abont a
stnking tund while we ure still Imm:w-[ue;nur‘;ey.

toke measnres for the reduction of the debt. But
it should be the chief business of this Congress
to resfore and foster the business of the country,

Seerctary MeUulloch proporly asks, In  his
report, for authorty to make considerable loans,
They are neccssary for withdrawine the legal
tenders und restoring the onrrency, as well as to
tide the country over the two or three vears of
rehabihtation.  With regard to taxes, we would
diminigh rather than ncrense them, and make n
more just distribution on a wiser system. Atter
reducing the army and navy to the lowcst point
consistent with salety (and considering the num-
bers of diseiplined veterans we conld eall into
the field on short notice, the army may be small
indeed). we would ralse in toxes over whnt s
barely sufiiclent to pay current expenses and the
Interest on the debf, The lowest tate of taxa-
tion adequate for this would yiewld a constantly
increasing swrplus  when  business  becomes
heslthy and robust. That evererowing surplus
would naturally be applied to the reduction of
the debt,

There are two classes who will be likely to in-
sist on taxes tor the immediate creation ol n
sinking fund; not, however, irom solichde for
the public credit; but to mask less avowable
designs, These clusses are the protectionists, and
the peliticians whose hopes of oflice depend on
keeping theSouth ont of the Union, The high-tarifl
men want a prelext for taxing the community
for the bepeilt of the manulacturers: and the
Republiean politicians would provoke the South
into repudintion by oppressing them with taxes
which, for the present, they have no means to
pay. It s by alarming the hondholding interast
ind the manufacturing intorest that the Repub-
Liean party intend to keep the Soulh out of the
Unfon, and retain their own hold on power,
Men of sense and patriotism see that our troe
interest lies in making the taxes as light as pos
sible until the business of the country hus under-
gone & heaithy revival,
